To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Petersfield  Rural  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1949  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Petersfield. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  there  has  been  only  one  death  from 
infectious  disease  and,  apart  from  measles,  there  has  been  no 
epidemic. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

It  is  encouraging  to  record  a  slight  increase  in  the  percentage 
of  immunised  children  under  school  age.  But  it  will  need  a 
substantial  increase  to  bring  the  proportion  of  immunised  pre-school 
children  up  to  the  level  recommended  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council. 

The  general  arrangement  of  this  Report  has  been  preserved  in 
order  that  it  should  serve  also  as  a  guide  to  the  health  services 
available  for  the  district.

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LEGISLATION. 


During  the  year  1949,  the  following  Acts  of  Public  Health 
significance  came  into  operation  : — 

1.  The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944. 

2.  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1949. 

3.  The  Housing  Act,  1949. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944,  which  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1949,  made  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  directly  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
milk  production  on  the  farm,  while  Local  Authorities  retained  their 
administrative  control  of  milk  distributors  and  retail  dairies. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1949,  re-enacted  and 
co-ordinated  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Regulations,  1936-46.  The  regulations,  made  under  this  Act, 
placed  a  duty  on  District  Councils  to  issue  licences  to  distributors 
permitting  the  use  of  special  designations  in  relation  to  milk  sold  in 
their  district. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949.  The  passing  of  this  Act  was  an 
important  stage  in  the  national  housing  programme.  Apart  from 
the  removal  of  reference  to  the  “  working  classes  ”  in  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  this  Act  provides  for  monetary  “  improvement  grants” 
to  be  made  to  Local  Authorities  and  private  persons  in  respect  of 
housing  accommodation  provided  or  improved  by  them.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  District  is  situated  to  the  extreme  east  of  Hampshire  and 
has  a  common  boundary  with  the  adjoining  counties  of  Sussex  and 
Surrey.  The  South  Downs  form  a  natural  barrier  between  the  north 
and  the  south,  but  travel  is  not  unduly  restricted  on  this  account  as 
both  the  main  London-Portsmouth  road  and  rail  services  link 
Petersheld  with  the  coastal  area. 

A  number  of  the  villages  are  well  known  residential  resorts 
and  have  maintained  their  character  through  the  years. 

A  few  small  factories  have  been  established  in  the  district,  and 
these,  together  with  laundries,  garages  and  a  brewery,  constitute 
the  only  major  industries  carried  on  apart  from  agriculture. 
Employment  is  provided  chiefly  by  way  of  building  and  allied 
trades,  transport  work,  shop  keeping,  clerical  work  and  by 
professional  and  personal  services.  The  Engineers  Stores  Depot 
at  Liphook  provides  employment  for  a  great  number  of  men,  but 
most  of  these  are  Portsmouth  residents  and  travel  daily.  Conversely 
many  of  the  residents  in  Horndean  andClantield  work  at  Portsmouth, 
the  chief  source  of  employment  being  H.M.  Dockyard.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

Transport  is  available  for  all  cases  excluding  smallpox,  at  the 
Ambulance  Station,  Heath  Road,  Petersfield  (Telephone  Peters- 
held  781). 

The  County  Ambulance  Stations  at  Alton  (Telephone  Alton

Bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  Winchester 
(Telephone  3807)  and  specimens  of  clinical  materials  (sputum, 
swabs,  etc.)  and  samples  of  water,  milk  and  foodstuffs  are  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination  to  Dr.  R.  Mackenzie,  Director  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

The  County  Laboratory  is  now  closed  and  samples  of  water, 
sewage,  milk,  etc.  for  chemical  analyses  are  sent  to  the  City 
Analyst,  Portsmouth  (Telephone  Portsmouth  5482).

HOSPITALS. 


There  are  three  general  hospitals  available  for  the  admission

The  Petersfield  Hospital  (Telephone  19)  has  thirty- 
two  beds  available  for  medical,  surgical  and  maternity 
cases.

Heathside  Hospital,  Petersfield. 

At  the  end  of  1948  Petersfield  Isolation  Hospital  was  closed 
and  it  was  re-named  “  Heathside  Hospital.”  This  institution, 
which  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  same  committee  as  the 
General  Hospital,  Petersfield,  was  re-opened  on  the  1st  October, 
1949,  for  the  admission  of  chronic  sick  patients. 

All  the  chronic  sick  patients,  residing  at  Waltham  House, 
Droxford,  were  transferred  to  Heathside  Hospital. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Since  the  closure  of  the  Petersfield  Infectious  Disease  Hospital, 
there  is  no  infectious  disease  hospital  situated  in  the  district. 

Any  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  is  now  available  for  the 
admission  of  cases  occurring  in  the  district.  Patients  are 
generally  admitted  to  Portsmouth  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital, 
Milton  Road  (Telephone,  Portsmouth  2046),  which  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

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Sanatoria. 

Sanatoria  for  patients,  who  are  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  are 
provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Small  Pox. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  makes  provision  for  the  treatment 
of  cases  of  small  pox  at  Crabwood  Small  Pox  Hospital.  The 
County  Medical  Officer  arranges  for  the  admission  of  the  patients.

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Vaccination. 

In  July,  1948  (when  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 
came  into  operation)  the  office  of  public  vaccinators  ceased  to 
exist  and  vaccinations  are  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  any 
registered  medical  practitioner  who  has  signified  his  willingness 
to  accept  the  scheme. 

Parents  are  advised  to  have  their  children  vaccinated.  The 
best  age  for  vaccination  is  about  the  fourth  month. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Parents  are  reminded  of  the  facilities  for  the  immunisation  of 
their  children  : — 

1.  By  their  own  doctors. 

2.  At  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics — 

(a)  Within  the  district — 

Horndean,  Liphook,  Liss  and  Rowlands  Castle. 

(b)  In  adjoining  districts — 

Alton,  Grayshott,  Headley,  Petersfield  and 

Waterlooville. 

3.  At  the  County  Council  Immunisation  Clinic.  This  is  held 

at  the  Town  Hall,  Petersfield,  on  the  4th  Wednesday 

morning  of  each  month.

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  percentages  of  immunised  children 
under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  was  65‘7  compared  with  a 
corresponding  figure  of  63'5  for  the  country  as  a  whole  in  1948. 

On  studying  the  statistics  in  further  detail,  it  is  interesting  to 
record  that  the  actual  percentages  of  immunised  children  in  the 
pre-school  and  school  age  groups  were  45  0  and  767  respectively. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  4‘4 
per  cent  in  the  pre-school  group. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation  Propaganda. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  now  recommends  that  all  children 
should  be  immunised  before  their  first  birthday — preferably  at 
the  age  of  seven  or  eight  months — and  that  they  should  receive 
a  “  booster  ”  or  re-inforcing  dose  just  before  entering  school  and 
again  every  four  or  five  years  throughout  school  life. 

A  recent  report  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  states  that, 
unless  the  proportion  of  people  immunised  against  diphtheria  is 
kept  up  to  the  75%  level,  protection  against  epidemic  diphtheria 
cannot  be  reasonably  assured. 

Immunity  against  diphtheria  takes  some  weeks  to  develop  and 
only  those,  who  have  been  inoculated  in  earlier  life,  can  expect 
protection  at  short  notice.  It  is,  therefore,  of  the  utmost 
importance  for  parents  to  realize  that  active  immunisation  in  the 
first  year  of  life  and  re-inforcing  doses  of  prophylactic  in  later 
years  are  just  as  necessary  in  the  absence  of  diphtheria  epidemics 
as  in  their  presence. 


Scabies. 

Facilities  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  are  available  at  Havant 
and  Portsmouth  Disinfestation  Clinics. 

Appointments  for  cases  requiring  treatment  are  made  through 
this  Department. 

Scabies  should  be  regarded  as  a  family  infection  ;  and  all 
members  of  the  same  family  should  present  themselves  for 
treatment  simultaneously — whether  or  not  they  complain  of 
“  The  Itch  ”  and  show  evidence  of  Scabies  at  the  time.  Otherwise 
an  early  case  may  escape  detection  and  the  parasite  may  thrive 
in  one  member  and  re-infect  the  others. 


Pediculosis. 

Cases  of  pediculosis  (head  lice)  may  be  referred  for  treatment 
at  the  Cleansing  Clinic,  County  Council  Health  Centre,  Ramshill, 
Petersfield,  on  Friday  mornings. 

Pediculosis  should  also  be  regarded  as  a  family  infection  ;  and, 
when  a  child  is  found  to  be  verminous,  all  the  members  of  the 
family  should  offer  themselves  for  examination.  This  wise 
practice  would  ensure  that  any  undetected  case  in  the  same  family 
would  receive  immediate  treatment  and  that  there  would  be  no 
further  spread  of  infection  to  others.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  yields  from  all  sources  were  sufficient  to  maintain  supplies 
throughout  the  year. 

The  quality  of  the  water  from  the  main  sources  remained 
satisfactory. 

The  Water  Undertakers  of  the  rural  district  are  : — 

(a)  The  Portsmouth  Water  Company,  26  Commercial  Road, 
Portsmouth,  which  supplies  the  parishes  of  Clanfield, 
Horndean  and  Rowlands  Castle.  The  supply  is 
chlorinated. 

(b)  The  Wey  Valley  Water  Company,  Hindhead,  Surrey. 
Negotiations  for  the  transfer  of  the  Council’s  water 
undertakings  to  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  were 
completed  with  the  making  of  the  Wey  Valley  Water 
Order  which  came  into  operation  on  the  24th  June,  1949. 
This  Company  is  now  responsible  for  the  supplies  in  the 
remaining  parishes. 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated  with  the  exception  of  East 
Meon  and  Buriton. 

A  sufficient  and  satisfactory  supply  of  water  to  Weston  and 
Buriton  has  not  yet  been  provided. 

The  spring,  which  is  used  as  a  local  source  of  supply  for 
Weston  Camp  and  hop-pickers  accommodation  at  Weston,  is 
highly  contaminated  and  a  number  of  the  samples  taken  were 
unsatisfactory.  The  supply  is  heavily  chlorinated. 

Samples  of  water  from  public  supplies,  examined  during  the 
year,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Seventy  samples  were  taken 
from  private  supplies,  and  action  was  taken  in  eleven  cases  where 
reports  indicated  that  the  supplies  were  unsatisfactory. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  scheme  for  extending  the  disposal  works  at  Liss  has  now 
been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  schemes  for  Greatham  and  an  extension  to  Catherington 
have  also  received  ministerial  approval. 

Buriton  and  East  Meon  schemes  have  now  been  prepared  and 
the  Clanfield  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

During  the  year,  the  small  extensions  at  Church  Road,  Steep 
and  at  Rowlands  Castle  to  serve  Magpie  Cottages  were  completed. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  main  rivers  and  streams  are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  The  River  Wey,  which  passes  through  Bramshott  Parish, 
and.  collects  the  discharge  of  water  from  Waggoners 
Wells. 

(2)  The  River  Rother,  which  passes  through  the  parishes  of 
Greatham  and  Liss. 

(3)  The  River  Meon,  which  flows  through  the  Parish  of 
East  Meon,  and  passes  into  Droxford  Rural  District  at 
West  Meon.

No  inspection  of  shops  was  carried  out  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  except  where  changes  occurred 
either  in  the  tenancy,  or  in  the  nature  of  the  business  carried  on. 
No  complaints  of  a  public  health  nature  were  received.

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  district,  and  licences  were 
issued  to  station  and  occupy  fifty  other  moveable  dwellings. 
Sixteen  applications  were  refused. 

Three  huts  were  removed  from  Number  1  Evacuation  Camp, 
First  Avenue,  Horndean.  Fourteen  huts  still  remained  on  the 
site  at  the  end  of  the  year,  three  of  these  were  unoccupied. 

The  small  area  of  land  comprising  Number  3  Evacuation  Camp, 
will  be  handed  back  to  the  owner  when  the  one  remaining  hut  is 
removed  from  the  site. 

Sanitation  In  Rural  Schools. 

During  the  year,  inspections  were  carried  out  of  the  sanitary 
accommodation  and  washing  facilities  at  schools  in  the  rural 
district. 

A  meeting  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  was  held  at  The  Castle, 
Winchester  and,  as  a  result  of  this,  recommendations  have  been 
forwarded  to  the  Education  Authority  for  the  improvement  of 
conditions.

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Rural  Housing  Survey. 

This  Survey,  which  was  discontinued  in  August,  1947,  was 
recommenced  in  April,  1949.  During  the  year  a  total  of  521 
houses  were  surveyed  and  these  were  classified  as  follows  :  —

The  information  provided  by  this  survey  is  proving  extremely 
useful  in  the  operation  of  the  Housing  Acts. 

Repair  of  Houses. 

The  shortage  of  labour  and  building  materials  has  to  a  certain 
extent  eased,  and  this  has  permitted  a  greater  degree  of  housing 
maintenance  than  has  been  possible  during  the  last  few  years. 
Building  control  licensing  still  restricts  to  a  great  degree  the 
amount  of  reconditioning  and  improvement  which  may  be 
carried  out. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  provides  assistance  for  private  persons 
who  wish  to  recondition  properties,  and  the  Council  decided  to 
circulate  details  of  Improvement  Grants  to  all  owners  whose 
properties  fall  in  Category  4  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey.  It  is 
not  yet  possible  to  gauge  the  effect  which  this  Act  will  have  on 
the  national  housing  picture. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies  Act)  1944,  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  October,  1949,  and  transferred  the  supervision 
of  milk  production  on  farms  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  There  were  194  producers  entered  in  this  Council’s 
register  and  details  of  these  entries  were  passed  to  the  responsible 
department. 

Local  Authorities  retain  their  administrative  control  of  milk 
distributors  and  retail  dairies  ;  their  are  eight  distributors  of  milk 
on  this  Council’s  register. 
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The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1949,  makes  the  use  of  a 
special  designation  obligatory  for  the  purpose  of  all  sales  of  milk 
by  retail  for  human  consumption  where  the  place  of  sale  is  in  a 
specified  area.  At  present  none  of  the  specified  areas  declared 
affect  this  district. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949, 
made  under  this  Act  empower  District  Councils  to  issue  Dealer’s 
and  Supplementary  Licences  authorising  the  use  of  the  special 
designation  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  and  “  Accredited.”  No  further 
Accredited  Licences  will  be  issued  after  1952,  and  the  use  of  this 
designation  will  cease  in  1954. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  made  the  Food  and  Drugs’  Authorities 
responsible  for  issuing  Pasteuriser’s  and  Steriliser’s  Licences. 
District  Councils  are  empowered  to  issue  Dealer’s  and  Supple¬ 
mentary  Licences  in  respect  of  these  designations. 

The  Hampshire  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs’  Authority 
have  delegated  their  functions  under  these  Regulations  to  the 
District  Councils.  There  are  at  present  two  pasteurising 
establishments  in  the  district  who  have  applied  for  licences  under 
these  regulations.

During  the  year,  the  Council  adopted  a  set  of  standards  in 
respect  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  arrangements 
at  licensed  premises.  This  code,  for  new  premises  and  for 
alterations  to  existing  premises,  was  circulated  to  the  brewers 
concerned,  who  have  agreed  to  co-operate. 

During  the  year  improvements  were  effected  in  six  cases. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  Government  slaughter-house  is  still  in  operation  at  Grange 
Farm,  Petersfield.  Centralised  slaughtering  ensures  that  all  meat 
is  inspected.  It  is  hoped  that  this  practice  will  be  continued. 

In  September,  1949,  the  Ministry  of  Food  issued  a  set  of  Model 
By-laws  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for 
Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Food  in 
the  Open  Air.  The  Council  resolved  to  adopt  these  by-laws  for  the 
rural  district,  and  have  applied  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation. 

It  is  felt  that  the  making  of  these  by-laws  will  be  a  considerable 
help  in  our  endeavour  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  standard  in  the 
rural  district. 

Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  provides  for  the 
registration  of  all  premises  used  for  : — 

(a)  the  sale,  or  manufacture  for  the  purpose  of  sale  of  ice 
cream,  or  the  storage  of  ice  cream  intended  for  sale  ; 
or 

(b)  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted, 
pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale. 

There  are  thirty  entries  in  this  Council’s  register  in  respect  of 
ice  cream  premises  and  fourteen  in  respect  of  preserved  food 
premises.

The  seventy-one  milk  samples  contained  an  average  of  3‘95% 
milk  fat  and  8'68%  non-fatty  solids. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  at  Blendworth  and 
certified  to  contain  14%  and  2'1%  of  added  water  respectively. 
Samples  taken  direct  from  the  cows  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Proceedings  were  taken  and  the  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay 
a  tine  of  £2  in  each  case  plus  £3  10s.  Od.  costs. 

Three  samples  of  Channel  Island  Milk  were  taken  at  Liphook 
and  found  to  be  substantially  below  the  minimum  limit  of  4% 
laid  down  for  Channel  Island  Milk.  Further  samples  taken  from 
the  same  producer  contained  an  average  of  4'3%  of  milk  fat.
